Refused British Titles. 


A. long list might be compiled of men 


Who refused titles. 
Gladstone, of 


course, Is the best known Instance, 
but there are many others. Carlylo re- 
fused the grand cross of the Bath. In 
1857 Palmerston wanted to make the 
Marquis of Lansdowue a duke, but 
"the Nestor of the Whigs" declined the 
honor on the ground that he was too 
old to change his rank. According to 
Henry Greville, the same plea of old 
age was advanced by the Duke of 
Grafton when offered a vacant garter 
In 1834. "It was an honor he had long 
coveted, but it would be a waste of 
money for a mau to pay fees amount- 
Ing to nearly £1,000 for a decoration 
whicb he could not live long to enjoy." 
Two distinguished historians, Grote 
and Hallar , refused baronetcies, and 
the same tonor was declined by Watts, 
the painter, in 188D. Lord Beacons- 
Beld found In his time that there were 
those who were disappointed with th» 
mere rank of knight bachelor. 
But, 


as Sir Uountstuart Graut Duff's diary 
records, he had the answer for one 
member of his party who ventured to 
complain of insufficient recognition. "I 
assure you," be said, "you altogether 
underrate the honor of knighthood.

Morrisville to Have Gas Plant. 


The gas ordinance, which was passed 


mi its tirst reading at tbe last meeting 
of the borough council of Morrisville, 
gives the Bucks County Public Service 
Company the privilege of erecting a 
gas plant in tbe ' ,rough and main- 
taining a system o; gas mains for the 
supply of gas for fuel, light and 
power purposes. The rate is fixed at a 
maximum of $1.50 per 1000 feet, with 
a reduction of 8 cents per 100 feet after 
eacli United States census ur,til tbe 
population shall reach 5000, and then 
the maximum rate shall be SI.25 per 
1000 
feet. 


The franchise will be for thirty 


years, with tbe privilege of renewal 
according to the provisions of the 
borougli council. The borough is also 
given tbe privilege of purchasing the 
plant and system after a period of ten 
years at tbe actual cost of installing, 
with an additional ten per cent. 


The company is required to file a 


statement ot the actual cost within 
ninety days after the completion of 
the plant. The company is also re- I sold to 
quired to pay to :be borough treasur- 
er tbe sum of $200 eveiy year until 
the population shall reach 3000, and 
after that an extra S100 foi every 1000 
population. The company is tor lay no 
less than three miles of pipe at the be- 
ginning and the work is to be com- 
pleted within six inontbs after the 
passage of- the ordinance.
